Survey: Most Chicago 
drivers fail to follow law, 
stop for pedestrians

Most drivers tracked in a new Chicago-area 
survey failed to stop for pedestrians, even 
though state law requires it. 

The survey, conducted by the Chicago au- 
tomobile-alternative advocacy group Active 
Transportation Alliance, concluded that mo- 
torists in the region disregard a state cross- 
walk protection law more often than they 
comply with it in many circumstances. 

In the observational survey conducted at 
52 locations in Chicago and nearby suburbs, 
61 percent of motorists did stop for pedestri- 
ans at painted crosswalks that also had other 
safety features, including in-road “stop for 
pedestrians” signs, brick or stone crosswalks, 
raised crosswalks or flashing beacons, accord- 
ing to the alliance, which carried out 208 indi- 
vidual trials, four at each of the locations. 

But compliance with a four-year-old state- 
wide law requiring drivers to stop whenever a 
pedestrian has entered a crosswalk was only 
18 percent on average when the pedestrians 
attempted to cross a street in a traditional 
painted crosswalk, the survey found. 

And the compliance rate plummeted to 
5 percent at unmarked crosswalks. Under the 
law, a crosswalk is present whenever a side- 
walk leads into the street, regardless of any 
markings present. 

All of the locations selected in the survey 
were uncontrolled intersections, meaning 
there were no traffic signals or stop signs. 

Ron Burke, executive director of the alli- 
ance, said he thinks many drivers are simply 
unaware of the 2010 law that requires drivers 
to stop for, rather than yield to, pedestrians. 

“From what we can tell, most people driv- 
ing in Illinois don’t realize it’s the law, and 
that’s not surprising, just because the law has 
not been very well publicized,” Burke said. 

The other missing piece is stepped-up and 
consistent police enforcement, he said, add- 
ing that the law provides police with clear-cut 
guidelines for ticketing violators. 

“It certainly has been enforced at times,” he 
said. “Chicago, for example, has done some 
enforcement efforts, but from what we can 
tell the law is not enforced a lot.” 

The Chicago Police Department conducts 
enforcement stings each year at intersections 
where pedestrian crashes have occurred or 
where the public has complained about driv- 


ers failing to stop for pedestrians in cross- 
walks. Fines range from $120 in Chicago to up 
to $500 in other jurisdictions. 

Chicago police last year issued more than 
1,200 tickets for failure to stop for pedestrians 
at crosswalks, officials said. 

More than 3,000 accidents and an average 
of 30 pedestrian deaths a year in the city are 
caused by vehicles hitting people, according 
to the police department. 

In Chicago, pedestrian fatalities accounted 
for one-third of all traffic deaths in 2012, the 
most recent statistics available, compared to 
about 14 percent statewide, according to the 
Illinois Department ofTransportation. 


Statewide, there were more than 
4,700 pedestrian-related crashes with 130 
fatalities in 2012, according to IDOT. The 
data shows that 84 percent of the crashes and 
69 percent of pedestrian fatalities occurred in 
the Chicago metropolitan area. 

The Active Transportation Alliance ob- 
servational survey was done at crosswalks 
on two-lane roadways that did not have stop 
signs or traffic lights at the intersection. In 
each trial, a pedestrian stood with one foot in 
the street to indicate to approaching motor- 
ists their desire to enter the crosswalk. Mo- 
torists had ample time to see the pedestrian, 
according to the survey methodology 


Compliance with a 2010 state law requiring 
drivers to stop whenever a pedestrian has 
entered a crosswalk is higher at well-marked 
intersections than at those without any mark- 
ings, according to a survey by the Active 
Transportation Alliance. The survey was con- 
ducted at 52 locations in Chicago and the sub- 
urbs with three different types of crosswalks: 
those that are painted and offer additional 
safety features, including signs or beacons; 
painted crosswalks; and unmarked crosswalks 
(under the law, a crosswalk is present whenev- 
er a sidewalk leads into the street). None of the 
locations had traffic signals or stop signs. 

OVERALL RESULTS For each trial, a pedestrian 
stood with one foot in the street showing intent to 
use the crosswalk. 

Initial compliance: Did the first car in a wave 
of vehicles stop for the pedestrian in the 
crosswalk? 

Yes: 41 (19.2%) No: 1 68 (80.8%) 

Partial compliance: Did one car in a wave of vehicies stop for 
the pedestrian in the crosswaik? 

Yes: 52 (25%) No: 156 (75%)

Chicago’s theater 
community mourns 
sudden loss of two of its 
stars over the weekend

The close-knit Chicago theater community 
suffered a double blow this weekend when 
two of its stars, the actors Bernie Tvon and 
Molly Glynn, were struck down in the prime 
of their stage careers, both the result of acci- 
dents. 

Glynn, aluminous 46 -year-old stage actress 
known for her feisty demeanor and emotional 
honesty died after a tree fell on her while she 
was caught out bicycling during a storm Fri- 
day 

Yvon, a 50 -year-old star of countless mu- 
sicals in Chicago and the suburbs, was killed 
Saturday morning on his way to a rehearsal at 
the Theatre at the Center in Munster, Ind., 
where he was appearing in a musical, “Wom- 
en On The Verge of a Nervous Breakdown,” 
which had been scheduled to open in the 
coming days. 

“We are all in shock and denial,” said Wil- 
liam Pullinsi, the veteran artistic director of 
the theater. “We did all kinds of shows togeth- 
er. He had so many friends in the business.” 

Yvon, of Chicago, died in a car crash a little 
after ii a.m., at Calumet Avenue and Broad- 
moor Street in Munster, where the Toyota he 
was driving crashed with a semitrailer, accord- 
ing to the Lake County, Ind., coroner’s office 
Saturday afternoon. 

Glynn, who lived in Rogers Park, was rid- 
ing her bike about 3 p.m. Friday with her hus- 
band, fellow theater actor Joe Foust, when the 
two were caught in the fast-moving afternoon 
storm, Foust said in a Facebook message. 
Heavy winds uprooted a tree onto the path 
where she was riding in Erickson Woods near 
suburban Northfield, authorities said. 

Foust, 45, said he and Glynn would bike 
frequently together. On Friday they were rid- 
ing on their favorite biking trail, the North 
Branch, and were about 25 miles into the ride, 
heading south on the trail, when the weather 
suddenly changed around 3 p.m. as they ap- 
proached Willow Road. 

“It was harsh and quick,” said Foust, 45, 
who has been married to Glynn for about four 
years. 

Glynn, who was riding behind Foust, yelled 
that the two should take cover. A split second 
later, Foust said he heard a loud crack and saw 
a tree fall down behind him in the rear-view 
mirror of his bicycle. One of the branches hit 
Foust’s back, but he said he is doing fine. He 


said Glynn wore a helmet. 

Foust said it took the forest preserve police 
about 20 minutes before they found them. He 
said he tried calling 91 1 several times before he 
could get through, likely because of weather. 

He said he believed a strong wind was re- 
sponsible for uprooting the tree that killed his 
wife. 

Glynn was known for her intellect, good 
looks, honesty and feisty personality Tvon, a 
classic, twinkle-eyed song-and-dance-man in 
the old tradition, was known for his charm, 
warmth, bonhomie and formidable chops on 
a stage. Both were fixtures on Chicago stages 
big and small. Their deaths cast a pall Satur- 
day everywhere from the Goodman Theatre 
downtown to the Marriott Theatre in subur- 
ban Lincolnshire. 

In rehearsal rooms across the city and 
backstage in the city’s many playhouses, Chi- 
cago actors and other theater artists found in 
almost impossible to continue. 

At Chicago Shakespeare Theater, techni- 
cal rehearsals for “King Lear” stopped cold. 


The actor Lance Baker, posting on Facebook, 
wrote, “Grief has become near-catatonia.” 

Taken together, these two esteemed actors 
had worked almost everywhere. 

Yvon had Broadway credits: He appeared 
as Harry Houdini in the Broadway produc- 
tion of “Ragtime.” But almost all of his work 
was in and around Chicago, from “The Bev- 
erly Hillbillies,” to “I Do I Do” to “The Good- 
bye Girl” at the Drury Lane Theatre to “The 
Music Man” and “Hairspray” at the Marriott 
Theatre. Yvon’s career began at the Candle- 
light Dinner Theatre and lit up from there. 
He had an especially happy run as Donny 
Osmond’s understudy in the long-running 
production of “Joseph and the Amazing Tech- 
nicolor Dreamcoat.” 

“Everything about Bernie was love,” said 
Terry James, the executive director of the 
Marriott Lincolnshire. “For 30 years, he held 
the most special places in my heart. And al- 
though that heart is breaking, I am the lucki- 
est guy in the world to have had him for my 
friend.” 


Glynn was most at home in the city’s major 
non-profit theaters. Her distinguished per- 
formances included work at Next Theatre in 
Evanston and at Chicago Dramatists. 

“Oh, our poor community” said BJ Jones, 
the artistic director of the Northlight The- 
atre, too overcome to say much more. “This 
is devastating.” 

“Young actresses looked up to Molly as a 
model of someone who had a wholly integrat- 
ed life,” said Jones of Glynn, who leaves two 
children. “She was the glue that held together 
our community” 

Glynn, who had a disarming sense of humor, 
moved easily from big theater like Northlight, 
where she recently appeared in “Tom Jones” 
to smaller houses like A Red Orchid Theatre, 
where she did more experimental work. She 
also worked on the Chicago-produced TV 
shows “Boss” and “Chicago Fire.” But her 
heart was on stage in Chicago, where those 
who had joined her in so many shows were 
trying to figure out how to go with any show 
imaginable.

Less money, 
pricier banking 


Report shows checking 
accounts more expensive 
for low-income people

A new report from cardhub.com confirms a 
financial paradox: The less money you have, the 
more expensive life can get. 

The financial 

website’s report studied 
the annual costs of 
65 checking accounts 
from 25 big banks and 
compared their relative 
costs for five theoretical 
categories of spenders. By far, people in the 
“cash strapped” category would have to pay the 
most to use a checking account, on average, 
compared to customers with more money and 
more reliable income. 

“The less money you have, the more it costs 
to have a checking account,” the report states, 
noting that the average cost of an account for 
the “cash strapped” category was nearly $500 a 
year. 

That sounds about right to Greg McBride, 
chief financial analyst for bankrate.com. 
McBride said those with small or irregular 
incomes get hit two ways: Banks sometimes 
require customers to maintain a certain amount 
of money in their checking accounts or require 
regular direct deposits before fees are waived. 

“With low income or irregular income, 
it’s more difficult to maintain a balance 
requirement or you don’t have a regular direct 
deposit,” he said. “Those are really the two 
most common fee waivers. Either of those, 
you’re more likely to incur a monthly fee.” 


CardHub’s hypothetical “cash-strapped” 
consumer did not have direct deposit. She 
had no savings account or line of credit in 
case of emergencies — and she had opted in 
to overdraft protection, meaning that when 
she buys something she doesn’t have enough 
money for, the purchase will go through, but 
she’ll have to pay fees. CardHub’s calculations 
were based on the cash-strapped consumer 
incurring 12 overdrafts per year. 

Checking account fees hit low-income 
customers particularly hard, according to 
McBride. 

“Whatever fees you incur, they represent a 
bigger percentage of a small balance and low 
income,” he said. 

And the lack of a savings account or 
other emergency preparedness can spark a 
downward spiral of financial insecurity 

“Without a sufficient savings cushion, 
you’re more prone to high-cost borrowing,” 
he said. That can include payday loans as 
well as “just having to resort to a credit card 
or some kind of personal loan. Any of that’s 
going to be high-cost credit that could be 
avoided if you have an emergency savings 
cushion.” 

CardHub’s study included only the 
25 largest banks as measured by FDIC 
reports. McBride said there are still checking 
accounts with no monthly fees— you just 
have to know where to look. 

“We still find a little more than a third 
of checking accounts are free. They’re still 
widely available at credit unions, more 
than 70 percent of credit unions offer free 
checking,” he said. “That’s really the goal 
people should set for themselves.”

from the new British 
prison drama “Starred 
Up” is a clear sense of why Anton Aelchin 
doppelganger Jack O’Connell (“300: Rise of 
an Empire,” “Skins”) soon may be a household 
name. The 24-year-old actor, next headlining 
the Angelina Jolie-directed “Unbroken,” plays 
Eric, a 19 -year-old inmate moved to an adult 
facility because his violence and volatility are 
anything but juvenile. “Single cell, high risk,” 
a prison officer classifies Eric, who immedi- 
ately fashions a toothbrush and a razorblade 
into a weapon hidden in his overhead light. 
This is not a person locked up for no reason, 
and O’Connell, perhaps smelling a breakout 
opportunity comparable to Michael Eass- 
bender’s very different “Hunger,” makes the 
character more than just an easily lit grenade. 
He offers undeniable power, subtle fear and 
complex sightlines to the origin of his rage.

Part of that is derived from his estranged 
father (Ben Mendelsohn, “The Dark Knight 
Rises”), coincidentally one of the toughest 
residents of Eric’s new digs. That detail, along 
with expected allegiances/rivalries and the 
requisite case worker (Rupert Eriend) who 
becomes super-invested in Eric’s case and 
disillusioned with the lousy system, feels like 
first- time writer Jonathan Asser following a 
prison-movie blueprint. (Sample dialogue: 
“Who {bleepin’} sent ya?”) Yet director David 
Mackenzie (“Young Adam”) keeps “Starred 
Up” raw and urgent with squirm-inducing 
hand-to-hand/teeth-to-crotch violence. The 
characters’ thick accents obscure the clarity 
of their words but never the meaning. 

Meanwhile, Eric develops a support 
system in his therapy group, which sounds 
cornier than how it plays out on screen. 
“Starred Up”— which I hope is never the title 
of a sitcom starring Martin Starr— watches 
as a rough character somewhat reluctantly 
becomes more than an island of aggression. 

I guess that’s what happens when discover- 
ing that if you give dangerous people reason 
to put your head in the toilet, you’re bound 
to get crap on your head. That’s an ancient 
proverb, isn’t it?

Maybe this idea could work if the twins had 
any curiosity about each other, ^t Ryan never 
sees anything fishy about his likeness and 
unspoken connection to the star, even when he 
sees his birth mom in a hospital and she calls 
him Dexter. The one time Drexel sees Ryan, 
when the former wears an unintentionally 
hilarious outfit to judge the latter’s 
participation in a “Sing Like ‘The Dream’ ” 
competition, he applauds the impersonation 
but leaves vdthout any skepticism. 

Come on! Anyone who encounters an 
identical version of themselves would try to 
find out what’s up with that! 

It’s also just plain odd that numerous details 
in these guys’ lives (Ryan serves in the military; 


Drexel appears in surfing movies) replicate 
Elvis’ life, even though the voiceover-heavy

Mostly it’s perplexing, vdth accidentally 
funny scenes including Ryan’s manager using 
cash to make it rain on himself and Ryan’s 
inevitable “I don’t want your life” moment 
with his dad.

THE <SIN CITY’ 
FOLLOW-UP WAS A 
TOTAL BOMB. WHAT 
WENT WRONG?

Frank Miller’s “Sin 
City: A Dame to Kill 
For” couldn’t find 
absolution on its 
opening weekend 
last month as the 

Frank Miller sequel from Robert 

Rodriguez and Miller 
bombed, grossing just $6.5 million in the U.S. 
and Canada, way down in eighth place. The 
“Dame” delivered a fraction of its predeces- 
sor, “Sin City,” which bowed to $29 million. 

What went wrong? Here are five of the 
film’s sins. 


Striking whiie the iron is coid 

The first “Sin City” was a surprise success 
back in 2005, grossing more than $158 mil- 
lion at the worldwide box office, but it took 
nearly a decade for a follow-up to capital- 
ize on its popularity Erik Lomis, head of 
distribution for the Weinstein Co., cited the 
nine-year gap as a reason for “Dame” tank- 
ing. He told The Times, “The first thing that 
your gut says is it took too long to get it on 
the screen. I think when the first one came 
out, it was unique, it was different, it was a 
really cool concept and clearly people didn’t 
think that about this. It didn’t resonate.” 

Worth a second look? 

As Lomis indicated, the original “Sin 
City” was a uniquely striking film with its 
high-contrast black-and-white imagery and 
gritty action, both ripped from the pages of 
Miller’s comics. In recent years, however. 


other films have taken similar aesthetics and 
pushed them forward. Movies such as “300,” 
“Watchmen” and “300: Rise of an Empire” 
have splashed comic-book panels on the big 
screen, while blockbusters such as ‘Avatar” 
and “Gravity” have put actors into eye-pop- 
ping digitally created environments. 

Word on the street 

Critics weren’t impressed by ‘A Dame to 
Kill For,” panning the film as vapid and 
violent. Once again, that’s in contrast to 
the original film, which boasts a “78 percent 
fresh” rating on Rotten Tomatoes, com- 
pared with 44 percent for “Dame.” And 
although critical approval isn’t a require- 
ment for box-office prosperity, audiences 
who did turn out to see “Dame” weren’t 
enthusiastic about it either, assigning it a 
lackluster CinemaScore of B-, indicating 
bad word-of-mouth. 


Muddled marketing 

The most notable moment in the publicity 
campaign for ‘A Dame to Kill For” came 
in May when the MPAA banned a poster 
of Eva Green, who plays the titular dame, 
for being too risque. Attempts to highlight 
the movie’s steely-but-sexy women couldn’t 
elevate “Dame” over the female-driven 
drama “If I Stay,” and young male audiences 
seemed to prefer “Guardians” and “Ninja 
Turtles.” 

The Rodriguez rut 

‘A Dame to Kill For” continues co-director 
Rodriguez’s cinematic cold streak. He hasn’t 
made a movie that crossed the $40 million 
mark domestically since the original “Sin 
City,” and his two most recent films were 
also underwhelming sequels: “Machete 
Kills” and “Spy Kids: All the Time in the 
World.”
